Chamcoria, (Bulgaria) 
august 1935 

This is -Jr ohally the first letter you have ever received 
■from Bulgaria*. In the middle of a crowded programme of the 
World's Student Christian Federation General Committee we w ar t. to 
get a letter off to you who have Been at these meetings in other 
years or axe interested in the work of the Federation to tell you 
the' news of .this yeajv 

The Federation meeting has been an importart event for 
Bulgaria - After the entire population and oriTeials of Lorn had 
welcomed us with speeches, a Banquet and Church service, and in 
Sofia the minister of Finance and the Archbishop had staged 
another official reception and banquet and the whole town of SamQ~-b 
kof had turned out en masse at 10 p.m. to greet us on our wc" to 
our momentary resort with more speeches - we drove into Chare ria 
with Visser *t Hooft expressing himself for us all "I think I 
shell another mayor." 

We are in the bosom of the Orthodox Church. - Since the day 
40 of us got off the Danube side wheeler from Vienna, the long 
black beards, robes and the stove pipe hats of the priests have 
been constantly with us. And the official sanction and partici¬ 
pation of the Church has special significance, for the 0ecumenic 
work of the Federation. Prof. Zander, the Oecumenic worker u* the 
Orthodox Church'-is here and considerable progress has been made i., 
the Commission on Oecumenism. ’’ 

Francis Miller and Helen Morton would xxne to find a sman group 
of people around New York who believe in and want the values of 
oecumenic work - and would be willing to explore the possibilities 
once more in our country. 

There is a new interest in Evangelism amongst most of the 
members of'the Federation. Visser *t Hooft's valuable and timely 
report of the last four years (Students find the truth to serve - 
25 cents from 600 Lexington Avenue or 3^7 Madison Avenue ) gives a 
very complete account of this - and there is also a special mimeo¬ 
graphed summary on the subject available if you, want the'details. 

Tom Currie attended the Commission and will report further on the 
discussion at our Executive Committee in September. 

The Commission on Nationalism was chaired by Luther Tucker 
and attended by Josephine Harreld from our deb- g, a, and combined 
with the special report from Germany resulted in. come extremely 
significant thinking.in all of us. There is also a special report 
on this subject if you want it*. 
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Commission on Social and Economic Issues built ids 
work on' 2 the foundation laid at the W.S.C.F. Conference this 
summer ah Swanwick at which Walter Horton, .Rose'Terling, Edwin 
nspy and Betty.

Germany in spite of the precarious state of 
its affairs has increased its contribution, and Russia in exile j. 
is raising mony by sending some Orthodox singers to Holland and 
elsewhere, and a considerable number of Movements are increasing 
-heir contribution over those of recent years. A special effort 
is going to be made to clear off the remaining federation deficit 
oi some ^.000 dollars by the next Federation Day of Prayer in 
February - and we need all the possible help in this attempt. 

Besides this responsibility, the American delegation is 
oiiering to try and raise as much as possible of 3*000 dollars 
towards a salary in the World’s Student Christian Federation 
budget for T.Z.Koo, hoping that thereby some of his time could' 
be spent in the U.S.A. If we succeed by January 1916 , the 
Federation will extend the invitation to him for a'two years 
period, J 


Ambrose Reeves was also chosen for secretary lor a term of 
wo years, starting November 1st. Some of you probably knew him 
ree or four years ago when he was'doing unusually effective 
work for the British Movement in the Theological Colleges. As 
Anglo-Saxon, and convinced high church Anglican, he brings the 
long needed balance of emphasis on the staff. He is a person of 
remarkable ability who will make a real place for himself in the 
life of the Movement. 


Tne organisation of the Federation has been revised to 
include a larger nuiaber of countries in executive work. After a 
thorough discussion of various possibilities Francis Miller has 
been reflect ■ Chairman, despite the fact that he can now 
less time lU .. u,fere. It was unanimously felt that the Federa¬ 
tion wRnts his leadership for another period.. Pier 
Margaret Holmes and Kiang Wen Han have been elected 
Chairmen. Luther Tucker is to be asked to join t^ 
m 1937 for work in the East, and Mile de Dietrich :

Dear Mr. Page:- 

I want to thank yon for your very kind letter 
and a copy of "PROPERTY". No. I have not seen a copy of your:— 

"Individualism and Socialism". Shall deeply appreciate an auto¬ 
graphed copy. 

The thing that impresses me most in"Property” 
is the amazing amount of idle money in U.S.A. Find enclosed a 
clipping from.today Dallas News stating that Dallas banks will cut 
interest rates on savings accounts from 2 7° to 1-| % on Sept 1st. 

What an un-balanced world we have. Millions on relief, capital ’’all 
dressed up and nowhere to go'*. 

Here's what must seem to you to be a very 
'’childish” idea. It came to me in the night, and lies in the realm 
of wish thinking, I suppose. Would that some magician could persuade 
those who control idle funds to create a HUGE loan fund ;ssy several 
trillions ( or whatever comes after billions) for those who are 
still bravely staying off of relief, aid those thousands who would lile 
to get off. Lend the average citizen any amount of money he needs to 
pay off his personal debts at a mere fractional sate of interest, 
for alperiod of 25 to 50 years. Let the Fed. Gov. give him work at 
prevailing wages ( not starvation prices), and thus re-store his self- 
respect and also his buying power. The only possible way for 

industry ever to start up normally again is for the average man to 
be able to buy-,what industry produces. After five years of non-buying, 
the average man'is almost naked. Why not turn some of the idle money 
loose for him to spend on necessities, so factories can re-open? 

What we need is a "Vulunteer League” of ultra-rich people who will 
match the Fed. Gov.'s zeal in trying to capture prosperity. Let it be 
entirely free from politics and federal backing, let it be a REAL 
patriotic stunt. Since they can’t find any outlets for "investments", 
why not invest in re-stored manhood and spending pwer? Wouldn't 
they be the first to "partake of the fruits”. Townsend, L 0 ng and 
Coughlin are meddlers in politicial fields. Let this be started by 
some one like Henry Ford, in whom many people have confidence, as 
he has no political axe to grind. D 0 I make myself clear? 

You, or some one in your class, should suggest it that has national 
prestige. No one would listen to me. The Republicians could sweep the 
next election if only they had the wit and vision to do something along 
such lines, iBStead of trying to succeed on "Save The Constitution”. 
Should like to have your re-actions to my”wish. n

Dear Kirby page: 

As you have probably seen by the papers, Mary 
Hillyer was married to Paul Blanshard last week, so your 
letter intended for her was given to me. Although it is 
hard for me to substitute for Mary in some things, I was able 
to feel immediately for her the shook of the news your letter 
brought. I don't think you realize how definitely harmful 
it will be to our lecture series in New England, for which a 
number of cities have already signed up, while negotiations 
are in full swing with others, to withdraw one of our out¬ 
standing stars of the series we are offering, especially since 
that star is the first speaker. W® know from past experience 
that a large part of the success of the entire lecture series 
in any given city depends on the initial lecture. I think 
your withdrawal now might mean the loss of several cities and 
the crippling of the program in that area as well as con¬ 
siderable damage to the reputation of the League. 


I waited to write until I had seen Norman. He feels 
as strongly as I do about this, please consider that his 
urgent request accompanies mine. After all, this is only 
one week and although it is not possible for you to carry 
through your all day conferences in conjunction with the 
lecture series, it should certainly be possible for you to meet 
smaller groups informally in those cities and continue to 
strengthen contacts that you have there. I would appreciate 
very much hearing from you at'once for this will mean a real 
injury that 1 am sure you will not want to cause us.

Is Pacifism really good for anything ? I mean just this. Here 

is a wonderful opportunity to prove this,—— forever ! 

It seems; quite plain that this poor, war-wracked world is soon to 
witness one of the most cold-blooded crimes in all its dark history. 

The Sthiopianx have been Christians Aver since Philip (Acts 8. 25 - 30) 
preached to the servant of Sueen Candace. Their present, king claims 
direct desoent from King Solomon,-— perhaps the oldest and most honorable 
dynasty in the world. But Mussolini, the* dictator of Italy, wants the 
land for expansion of Italian population; and is publicly and brazenly 
making the most extensive preparations, on a trumped-up excuse which 
Bthiopia has tried to have adjudicated by the League of Nations, to devas¬ 
tate' this entire country, kill its inhabitants and usurp the-land. Italy 
is a member of the League of Nations, with its two Courts; and a signa¬ 
tory of thei Pact of Paris, in which Italy solemnly and forever denounced 
any resort to force in the> settlement of international difficulties. It 

has been said that all treaties are mere "scraps of paper," to be torn up 
on the approach of war: but there' is no war here' ! Is there absolutely 
no honor among sovereign states calling themselves Christian ? Yes 1 , the 
worst of it all is, that the entire so-called Christian world is sitting 
still, like'a set of cowards or, worse', like accomplices, refusing arms 
or help of any kin# to Bthiopia but supplying both plentifully to Italy. 

Has your and my type' of pacifism and of Christianity no back-bone, no 
Christian manhood, to interfere and stop this cold-blooded murder ? 

"It is not a theory but a condition that confronts us." Right now is 
the' time' to Show what Christianity can and KILL do, for the saving of 
this world.; Letting them be slaughtered will do no more good than 
did our allowing the Turks to massacre the Armenians. He Christian 
ministers must bring pressure at once, upon all the nations, to prevail 

upon them to insist that Italy shall keep her most solemn promises and 
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show her people* to be people of honor. You have a list of 20,870 or 
more Christian ministers, probably many more. Cannot you use this 
list, to start things going ? All the* Christian ministers of the 
United States, or as many as can be gotten together, should send one 
big,, united petition to the President of the United States, with dupli¬ 
cates to the King of England, the French President and the most of the 
other European nations, urging that they all unite in insisting that 
Italy shall "play the game* square," and be true to the treaties she has 
made.; Treaties are made for mutual protection; and Italy's violation 
of her treaties with these other nations is really and very seriously a 
direct menace* to the* welfare* of all. If solemn promises are nothing 
but lies, then we* are* still in the* cave-man era, or worse, and all diplo¬ 
matic relations might as well be closed up as a needless and hypocritical 
expense< and menace. I dislike* to suggest such an un-paoific move: but, 
now that Igaly has sent away so many of her own soldiers, she is rAally 
herself in a very defenseless condition; and a little "mobilization" 
among her neighbor nations would quickly bring her armies scooting back ! 
Also,* it might be worth remembering that ghe* PopA, the autocratic head 
of the* Italian religion, is in Rome; and, if not too much sold to 
politics and world-power, might be induced to take a hand. He* certainly 
ought to be able* to see* that such treaty-bfeaking is contrary to the spirit 
of Christianity ani should be denounced by himself. 

Hell,* this is just a starter, to set you going, if you are not that 
already, and to give* you a few facts to which you will be able to add 
many more*. Such a canvass will require some money.. Dollar contribu¬ 
tions will be needed; and count me in. If contributions come in too 
slowly,* make* mine* two,— but many ought to help, and a uniform rate 

would be* better. Of course, I will sign, when given opportunity. 

Italy is not wholly in the wrong, in RANTING more* land, for colo¬ 
nization. England and France* gobbled up all the available uncivilized 
land; and left Germany and Italy out in the*cold. The United States 
has no such land, to give* Italy, and we* are* not exploiting such as we 
have*.; But England has already offered Italy some* land. Perhaps 
something further might be done*, along this line: but Igaly really ought 
not to get it thru threatening to make* a big massacre.

Dear Mr. Pages 

I am reading with great interest your new "book, "Living 
Creatively." Some time ago I wrote you a double, self-addressed post¬ 
card asking you about a new plan for promoting the consumer's cooper¬ 
ative movement. You have not answered it. Did you receive it? My plan 
is this* make it a matter of conscience with church people everywhere, 
and young people's groups especially, to buy cooperative. It is possi¬ 
ble to do it now, for Cooperative Distributors, at 30 Irving Place, 

New York, is selling all kinds of goods by parcel post, 1’hey have 
challenged critics for years to show them a single article that can 
be bought more cheaply for the same quality than they can supply it 
even with the shipping expenses added. It is true that many of their 
prices are higher than those of the chain stores, but they insist 
that their qualities more than offset the prices. All their goods 
are laboratory tested. Moreover, they buy only from manufacturers 
employing union labor under just and wholesome conditions. They ab¬ 
solutely refusfe to buy the products of sweated labor. 

We hear much about the right and wrong of military service. But 
it seems to me that the right and wrong of buying from private in¬ 
dustry when it is possible to buy cooperative is an infinitely more 
promising method of approach, hot everybody can go to war, and until 
war actually breaks out, there is no opportunity to show our colors 
in this sphere. But everybody in the world has to buy or consume 
goods bought by others, hence buying cooperative is a duty that can 
be brought home to the conscience of everyone. Hence why cannot social 
workers, yourself included, carry on pledge-signing campaigns in all 
your meetings, to induce people to sign -pledges to buy in part or in 
whole from Cooperative Distributors or from their local cooperative 
store (which probably buys its goods from the same place), and send 
in an annual report telling how many dollars he has spenft in this way? 
In my opinion this will be an incomparably more effective method of 
social service than any yet tried. Much of the havoc wrought by the 
profit system is due directly to the charm and fascination of deal¬ 
ing with exact, measurable quantities-dollars and cents-on the 

part of the capitalist masters of industry. It gets to be a game. 

The same passion for exact quantities, precise definitions and exact 
measurements is at the bottom of the marvellous progress of natural 
science. Christianity and social service, on the other hand, has al¬ 
ways been expressed in unme-asurable, imponderable quantities, and 
this has allowed its adherents to gradually slip into inactivity and 
indifference. Where there are no definite pegs or rungs of the ladder 
on which our minds can rest, so simple in their nature that the least 
intelligent person can understand them, we tend to slump down into 
fixed grooves of activity. There is nothing d efinite for the mind to 
rest in such as we find in science and money-getting, or in the tre¬ 
mendous efforts of the foot-racer to run the quarter mile in one eighth 
of a second less time than the world's champion. Now, such a program 
as I have suggested will turn social service into an exact science. 

Once we admit that the cooperative movement is our salvation, it fol¬ 
lows that every cent we spend in buying goods from it will strengthen 




it and weaken the profit system by just that degree. Moreover, such 

a plan is extremely simple-so simple that the busiest person can 

take part in it. All a hard-pressed laboring man need do to help 
advance social progress is buy, buy, buy from Cooperative Distrib¬ 
utors. And since he has to byy anyway, it vail involve little extra 
outlay of energy or money. , 

You say we need men who are not afraid to stir up a hornet s 
nest. We certainly do need men with that courage. But I greatly dis¬ 
like stirring up hornet's nests after my experience in the Merriam- 
Sinclair campaign here in California last fall. In it the suffering 
poor bled themselves white in the struggle to elect a friend of the 
people, and then the ruling classes, through their kept press, smashed 
the iSpic Movement. How the poor are discouraged, and poorer than ever, 
and the rich are more firmly seated than ever. The movies learned a 
lesson during the campaign, and are now educating the people with 
all their might inthe philosophy of reaction. In giueh the same way, 
the Communists brought fascism in Italy and Germany. Warbas&e, in 
his incomparable book, "Cooperative Democracy," advises against 
political agitation except where absolutely necessary. It is like 
waving a red rag in a bull's face; the ruling classes, fearing an 
imminent loss of their power, clamp down on the people harder than 
ever. The Cooperative Movement, on the other hand, proceeds quietly, 
as a slow growth, and never stirs up ©hough opposition at any one 
time to down it. The capitalists have one great weakeness:they are 
short-sighted. They fear and fight what looks to them like mass re¬ 
volt on the part of the people, but they tend to ignore a movement 
that grows slowly and quietly like a cancer. They oppose the coop¬ 
erative movement, it is true, but the growth of that movement is 
not sufficiently menacing to them to stir up the united opposition 
of all private industry as in the Sinclair campaign. The milk indus¬ 
try will fight milk cooperatives, but will find it impossible to 
enlist the aid of the steel or the textile industry. Thus we can 
defeat the profit-system bit by bit. 

I wish you would write me and tell me why it would not be pos¬ 
sible for ministers and social workers everywhere to press such a 
campaign as I have suggested. I am sure that millions would sign 
such a pledge. And the names of the signers could be kept secret, 
so that reprisals on the part of the capitalists would be difficult 
or impossible. I would not advise smalltown men to suddenly and 
completely stop buying from their local grocer whom they have pat¬ 
ronized for years. It would in my opinion be far better to buy some 
things from the cooperatives, and gradually increase the proportion. 
Then of course if they move to a new town they can transfer all their 
purchases. This way we can avoid stirring up united opposition on 
the part of the capitalists. We should by all means have watchers 
whose sole duty it is to see how much opposition is being stirred 
up. Then we can go ahead just as fast as is safe, but quiet down a 
little whenever there are signs of a united counter-attack on the 
part of the opposition. It must be constantly kept in mind that they 
own the vast fortunes, the movies, the press, and the radios, hence 
that we are no match for them in oppn, mass-conflict. Our only safety 
and only hope is to advance slowly enough so as to not arouse sucha 
frenzied outburst of demonic opposition as overwhelmed the £lpic Plan. 
But I am sure we can advance much faster than the Movement has yet 
done in any part of the world, without bringing about such a dis¬ 
astrous set-back. 
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But-perhaps you will look at it differently. I would like nothing 
Better than to see the liberal forces drive full speed ahead on the 
project. This country desperately needs such a program. Nothing can 
compare with the Cooperative Movement as an antidote for fascism. And 
we must act quickly if we are to he saved from its encroachments. 

Gan you write me and tell me what you think of my idea of a 
"buy cooperative' 1 movement in the churches and among all other lib¬ 
erals? Please criticize it in full. Tell me what its weak points are. 

Cooperative Distributors told me that negative methods-a boycott 

of the capitalist system-are not the right ones to use. But is not 

all cooperative buying equivalent to a boycott of the capitalist sys¬ 
tem? T o me it seems like a plain, simple moral issue v/hich can be 
presented to youth groups everywhere. Warbasse said that compared 
with the Cooperative Movement, all other methods of social reform 
are a sheer waste of valuable time. They produce no fundamental 
change in the economic system. Look how the Eighteenth Amendment 
and the League of Nations have been sabotaged. Combatting these social 
evils without inducing people to buy cooperative is as foolish and 
short-sighted as treating cancer or appendicitis with external plas¬ 
ters. 

The great defect of much social preaching of today is that it 
creates an indefinite anywhereness which bewilders peoples' minds, 
instead of giving them something definite to do. The public is al¬ 
most incredibly stupid and docile and credulous* in these matters. 

They want to be told just what to do. Buying cooperative is something 
everybody can do, and something that can be presented to men every¬ 
where. Pledge cards and lists of consumer's goods for sale by C.D. 
can be distributed at a low price, and printed in magazines such as 
the Christian Century to be cut out and mailed to C.D. or to friends. 

A few months ago C.D. had their ad. in the Century. That was the only 
time it ever appeared in it, and it was the thing that got me in 
touch with them. It was only a brief ad. In my opinion the Century 
ought to publish, free of charge, a rousing article about them, with 
price list and pledge card ready for immediate use. The very essence 
of salesmanship is to make easy and practical an instant response 
by the reader or listener. I believe such an article would bring 
thousands of new buyers to C.D, the first week it appeared. Why 
can't you suggest such an article to them, or write one for them 
yourself? I will write them too. We must give the people something 
definite and specific to do, namely, to stop patronizing the system 
that is wrecking the lives of millions of helpless men, women, and 
children. C.D. are the only people I know of who can guarantee that 
their goods were manufactured under Christian social conditions. You 
have great influence with the Century. w hy don't you write them? You 
can doubtless get the idea into numerous other magazines with which 
you are connected. 

I wish you would give me a thorough criticism of the idea and 
make suggestions for improvements if you consider them necessary. 

If you do not believe it will work, please let me know exactly why 
you do not, so that I will not pester any more people about it. I 
am a common laboring man on a wage of a dollar a day; you aredoing 
social work along these lines, and can push it to a marvellous de¬ 
gree if you consider it a good idea. I am writing to many different 
people on this^ subject;- Can you help the laboring men through this 
idea? Most men simply don't know these things, and need to be shown. 









I have found an astonishingly large amount of ignorance and pre¬ 
judice in my contacts with laboring men-an ignorance and pre¬ 

judice deliberately fostered by the lying newspapers. The methods 
used by them against Sinclair last fall were simply incredible. I 
helped in the precinct work here, and found the opposition stiff¬ 
ening toward the last. The ignorant, docile, obedient Fundamental¬ 
ist church-members were the first to fall for the lies of the Hearst 
papers and Los Angeles I’imes. Big, exciting political campaigns simply 
will not work for this reason, What we need is a type of propaganda 
which the capitalists will think best not to mention in the news¬ 
papers, for fear of advertising it. The method I suggested will, in 
my opinion, meet this requirement. 

I am deeply interested in your work, and especially in the 
spread of the consumer's cooperative movement among the churches. 

I would like to hear from you at to what definite steps are being 
taken to establish it in America through the churches. We -must act 
now. Tomorrow, if and when we have Fascism, it will be ten thous¬ 
and times more difficult to act. We must work while the mails are 
still free for the use of all, Gan you give me the names and ad¬ 
dresses of people whom it will be worth while for me to write? As 
usual, I am enclosing return card. May T hear from you soon?

Dear Mr. Page;- 

I have just finished a careful reading of your article in the 
August 21st issue of The Christian Century on the subject: Why I 
am not a Communist; unless I flatter myself by assuming that you 
intended this article as a reply to letter which I wrote to you 
on May 4th, I must believe that the point of view I expressed has 
been placed before you by other friends and correspondents, and 
that this circumstance is the reason for the article mentioned. 

I believe that we can remain friends in spite of opposing views 
On this important point, and because I believe that Christ's 
injunction to "sell your cloak and secure a sword" has a definite 
application to today's problems, which ministers and other leaders 
of religious thought have not interpreted to my satisfaction, I am 
writing to you again. 

Is it not conceivable that the present "smash and grab" economic 
system is a crazy one, and if it is, just how far is it necessary 
to stretch our reasoning before we say that those responsible for 
it's continuation are insane? If they are Insane, and their 
desire to perpetuate it causes them to use clubs, tear gas, bullets 
and bayonets which they have in their possession and are using 
already , would it not also be reasonable to use what Dr. Ward has 
referred to as police power to restrain them, as we do now in esses 
of individual insane persons at large with dangerous weapons in 
their possession? You have not mentioned this point of view 
expressed in Dr. Ward's article which you have quoted at some 
length in yours. 

We have in our American history a situation with which most Americans 
think they are familiar; there is however, wifiespead ignorance of the 
implications. I do not wish to infer that you are one who doesn't 
understand, but as you are interested in the welfare of "all" peopDe, 
I trust that I'm not going too far in suggesting that it might be 
well to point this out to those of your readers and friends who do 
not understand. This refers to our own Civil War- 1861 to 1865 
which in many respects, may be described as a war of revolutionary 

character. 


Whether we agree that slavery, the tariff or some other issue was the 
cause, it is conceivable that the American people hoped to solve the 
problem by peaceful means; their method was sending good people to 
Washington as senators and representatives and finally Lincoln as 
president, to enact the proper laws for the achievement of that 









objective. Headway was made to such an extent that several of the 
southern states decided "No, we will not stand for this encroach¬ 
ment on our rights", and seceded from the Union: in South Carolina, 
state troops fired on Port Sumter and the war was on. Does not 
this prove that people with power (collectively) will not give it 
up just because a majority voted it away from them? 

The situation today is comparable; true, we have no Mason and Dixon 
line with all on one side against the issue, and all on the other 
favoring it. The line today is a class line; possibly there will 
be barricades- in many cities and you and I will have friends on 
both sides. As for my position, I join hands with Dr. Ward and 
many others - not in advoca.ting, but in predicting violence, add 
hoping to be ready for it when the time comes. 

I can remember too, when I was a boy in school, that frequently a 
fight was avoided by a showing of determination on the part of one 
or the other paities to a dispute; let one boy show though, his 
unwillingness to fight, and he invariably was licked. In our 
present situation, let those who are willing to fight for the right 
declare themselves and we may have no widespread violence. It is 
just possible that those who oppose the building up of this willing¬ 
ness to fight are doing mote to promote violence, than those who at 
this stage of development only predict and urge a certain degree of 
mental preparedness for it.

Dear Mr.Page:- 

After reading "WHY X M HOT A CCWMUNIST" I re-read my letter to you dated 
August 27, 1928, answered by you/ from "The World Tomorrow" office on September 5 with 
a promise to read the enclosures with my letter. Nothing takes one down so much as the 
realization that he does not get his message over to those whom he admires and respeots, 
as I do you. What I said in that letter is perfectly modem today; it should have allied 
us in activity and understanding. Let us read it again: 

Speaking of economic unbalance, I said:"The reason for these conequences is as simple 
as the difference between numbers that are .integers and those that are fractions. There 
is a vast difference between the effects of numbers in our calculations, when used as 
integers and when used as denominators of fractions; everyone understands the difference 
between "8 times" and "l/8 times" — it is 64-fold — and yet we rarely oonsider or 
perceive the cause of our difficulties in industry that come through using money based 
on commodities as the multiplying factor. We rejoice when the efficieicy of labor is 
increased to an 8-fold production, yet we pay the laborer in money which, through oredit 
based on commodities, reflects not a unit of industrial effort but a unit of commodities 
weakened, let us say, to l/8 of its former economic stamina by the very progress for 
which it is supposed to pay. Yet, in the long run, the laborer is the chief customer 
for his own product and for the produot of other laborers. To this riddle there is but 
one possible answer, and that answer consists in the introduction....of a money of 
exchange and account that is not based on commodities but on industrial labor. I express 
-ly omit the possibility of the riddle being solved,or rendered insoluble, through a 
catastrophe, because the hunt for a constructive answer is in the hands of interests 
which we have heretofore regarded as chiefly predatory. Their predatory efficiency is 
driven to serve the ends of universal welfare by the world-wide plethora of consumable 
goods, existent or potential. Salesmanship was the processional hymn of which the loud 
"Amenl" is now being intoned. The real business of the service is to follow. Its 
dootrine will be to move the goods, at cost, and ultimately at their labor coat . To 
see this developing in the industrial^world is to cease either hoping or despairing, 
for it is a realization," 

Considering all that has occurred since that date, was that not prophetic? 

If you have read, as I have read, the many thousands of pages of articles, books. 
Congressional hearings, and the like, on the subject, have you seen anything that 
struck move nearly at the root of the thing than that? If so, where is it? If not, 
why didVtnis statement, and others enolosed with the letter, in print, strike fire 
on your flint? Is reform going to ocme by the recrimination of leaders and factions? 
And is it really impossible, as it would seem to bo, to get attention for scientific 
facts ?

Mow how bring this machine produced money and universal employment . 

Adopt a steel standard money* Gold is not holy* Steel certificates 
would replace gold certificate with incredible benefit to the nation* 

Rust proof steel would be cheaply stored out doors, steel ingots worth 
a dollar at a living wage and a fair profit being sold to the government 
for steel certificates, exactly as gold is now* 

The tremendous fact is all would have work producing money or goods. 
And it would not be a worthless, ” soak the rich ” ” divide the wealth”, 
"cheat the creditor ”, |>,25 dollar, but a real, 100 cent dollar produced 
by real work for real, permanent prosperity. 

After adoption steel mills would w:ork four six hour shifts employing 
almost millions making money ingots.

I believe he attended Asilomar last 
Christmas. He has been majoring in physics 
but has reached the conclusion that he would 
not be happy in using his ability in the 
interest of any corporation operating under the profit 
system. He talked to me at Big Pines about the 
consumer's research organization and about the 
possibility of his preparing himself to work with 
them. Do you believe there is sufficient oppor¬ 
tunity In such an organization to warrant his 
seeking further and definitely preparing himself 
for such work? If in your judgment there.is, 
what personalities should he contact and just 
how should he go about the carrying out of his 
desire? 

Your last article in the Christian Century is 
a good one. More should be done to rid ourselves 
of the confused thinking about communists in 
particular and the liberals in general.

Dear Mr. Page: 

I received your letter and proceeded to have the programs 
printed. I am enclosing one of them. I am very glad you will 
occupy the pulpit of the University Christian Church for Dr. Griggs. 

Now as a pacifist, but not as a committeeman of the FOR, 

I should like to present a local situation to you. 

In Berkeley, as I suppose is true in all cities, we have 
several types of "pacifist”. There is the "peace-lover" who 
firmly maintains that the only way to maintain peace is by an 
army and navy second to none. There is the pacifist who fully 
expects another war and believes in being prepared. There is the 
one who is practical^ minded and readily admits that in case of 
war he would take the easiest way out. And there is the pacifist 
who would attempt to sabotage imperialistic war but frankly, hopes 
for a class war. But none of these do we consider true pacifists. 

The pacifists I wish to consider now are of a fundamentally 
different type. 

We have a number of very brilliant men in this community who claim 
to be "pacifistic"--that is they are against all war. They are 
so vitally interested in preventing a war as well as in changing 
the war system that they are willing and anxious to sacrifice 
practically all other interests to that end. Some of them feel 
that they would wish to sabotage an imperialistic war. Some of 
them feel that rfMXrf id case a class war did arise they would 

allign themselves with the side that offered most to them. But 
others feel that from altruistic motives all wars are undesirable 
and that they could not participate in any war. All are agreed, 
however, that to prevent a war requires that we act now to remove 
the causes of war. Most of them feel that we should investigate, 
sanction,- and in some cases participate in labor strikes, even 
though there may be Communists associated with them. They believe 
thatdemonstrations of all sorts aginst war and the war system 
must be staeed and the fact that Communists may be associated 
with such demonstrations should not deter us. In short they 
believe in radical and vital action without squabbling over details. 

Now these men are not members of our Eastbay Fellowship 
of Reconciliation for the most part. Our orgainzation has not 
been vital enough to attract them/ However there ere a group of 
us, who are members of the FOR, who know and adWiire these men and 
feel that since many of them agree with the FOR principles, the 
FOR should be vital enough and active enough to provide a place 
for them. It is toward this end that we wish to build our Fellow¬ 
ship. 

There is another group of local FOR members, equally 
interested in the welfare of the Fellowship, who feel that since 
the FOR is not a formal organization but merely a fellowship of men 
with similar ideals, we can not take action as e group. They 
believe that we should meet monthly informally for discussion, 
fellowship, and prayer; that we should get Inspiration from that 
fellowship and prayer and from conferences such as that planned 
for Sept. 21-22, to go back into whatever organizations to which 
we may belong, and press them into action; further they believe

My dear Mr. Page, 

Thank you very much for your letter of 
September 11th. It came as a surprise since I had 
not known that my father had said anything to you 
about myself. 

I have realized for some time that my 
parents have been rather disturbed about my future. 

It would be surprising if they were not, since I 
have been painting a rather gloomy picture of con¬ 
ditions in this country for some years. 

Thank you for suggesting that I call on 
Mr. Seaman and on Bishop Baker. I shall be only too 
glad to do so as soon as I can. Thank you also for 
offering to help me in any way possible. I know 
nothing specific that you can do for me right now. 

I consider myself honor bound to become self support¬ 
ing immediately since missionary salaries are not of 
the highest, and my parents need the modicum they get. 

In order to accomplish this I will take the first Job 
which will bring me bread and butter. From that time 
on I shall try to find something to do which I consider 
worth doing, for I do not wish to throw away my life 
chasing dollars. I wish to do something which will 
benefit humanity. I am a sociologist and teacher by 
training, a potential author (along with a million 
others), and am aching to find a cause which will feed 
me while I fight for it.

Dear Kirby: 

Grace West has told me that we are to join in a debate 
(or, I trust, a creative discussion) in Bridgeport on 
November 24. She has suggested the topic "Should All ' 
Religious People Be Socialists?" I have suggested as an 
alternative: "Should the Church and the Synagogue Become 
Centers of Socialism?" Either phrasing will be acceptable 
to me. 

When we meet our audience, I hope that our points of 
agreement and our points of disagreement may be made as 
clear as possible to our listeners. It occurred to*me that 
this might be facilitated if we exchanged preliminary letters. 

In a number of fundamental respects, I feel myself to be 
in harmony with what I understand to be your position. May 
I list these? 

1. The Christian religion cannot be true to itself if it 
ignores economic and political problems. The crucial ex¬ 
perience of the Christian life is the discovery of the 
community between one f s own highest self and the conscious¬ 
ness of God, and therefore the ultimate identity between 

ourselves and our fellow men. Their sufferings become our 

✓ 

sufferings; their potentialities our potentialities. 

2. The only values of fundamental significance are those 
which survive bodily death. Materialistic conditions 
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are of no significance except as they affect the eternal 

values of brotherly comradeship, participation in beauty, 

growing comprehension of truth, progress in the spiritual 

life, and knowledge of God. 

suppression of free speech, 

3. Poverty, congestion, unemployment,/and other economic 
and political evils, often warp personality. 

4. The present distribution of wealth, income and power 
are indefensible from the Christian standpoint. 

5. Exploitation and ruthless competition are fundamentally 
contrary to the Christian ideal. 

6. Profit-seeking, as usually practiced, involve anti- 
Christian attitudes. 

7. The development of consumer and producer cooperatives 
affords a promising method of experimental exploration toward 
more Christian economic relations. 

8. Every Christian should think his way through to 
conscientious conclusions with respect to what legislative 
and reform movements should have his help. 

On a number of other fundamental points, I find myself 
in disagreement with what I understand to be your position. 

1. Government ownership and operation of the basic means 
of production is not the obviously and indubltiably best 
method of eliminating poverty, congestion, unemployment, 
exploitation and oppression. Under individual initiative, 
competition and democracy, defective as -they have been, 
immense advances have been achieved in standards of living, 
education, health, philanthropy and social intelligence. 
Socialism has no clear precedents to prove that it would 
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work. State socialism, unless based upon fundamental 
regeneration of citizens and leaders, would merely substitute 
vote-motivation for dividend-motivation as determiners of 
economic policy—a change not obviously desirable. 

2. The church should function, not as a propaganda agency, 
but as a center for brotherhood, for faith, and for eager 
but continually open-minded exploration of truth. It

should encourage conscientious economic oponents to listen

to one another fearlessly, understandingly, affectionately, 
and with increasing cooperation. 

3. The riches of the spiritual life do not have to be 
postponed until some remote day when the precarious victor¬ 
ies of economic and political reform have been won. Prisoners 
and slaves, servants and laborers, victims of tyranny and of 
social disorganization have, in all ages, been able to enter 
into the riches of the spirit. Exploiters and oppressors are 
spiritually far more pitiable than the exploited and the 
oppressed. The primary task of the church is to discover to 
mankind how the spiritual life may be lived, whatever the 
material circumstances may be. 

4. Each individual must be left free to choose or to reject 
voluntarily, for himself, the life of brotherhood within the 
love of God. No legislative program can impose it. Not 
unemployment, sickness, war or death itself can prevent it 

if the inner attitudes be rectified. 

Perhaps you may be willing to indicate in what respects

Dear Kirbys 

I was hoping to see you at the Fellowship conference but could not 
bring you the page proofs, because the office was locked and I did not have the 
key to the inner door, I would have liked to discussed with you the question of 
sanctions• 


The situation in Europe raises for me a new problem. I favor economic 
sanctions. If, however, plenty of munitions and supplies leak into Italy through 
Germany, Hungary and Austria, the League may have to close the Suez Canal or 
lay down a blockade. If they do, a desperate Mussolini might strike in force 
at the Suez Canal, or Malta or elsewhere. That, to my mind, is not probable but 
quite possible. What then would be my duty if I were in a responsible position 
in Great Britain? I must'answer for myself that although I am a pacifist and will 
take part neither in a world war, a capitalist war nor a labor war, I 
favor economic sanctions, not military, but would also favor defending, on behalf 
of collective security under the sanction of the League, any points attacked by 
Mussolini, if necessary with all the force of Great Britain, France and other 
powers, at the request of the League. In other words I favor the use of for ce 
only u nder judicial sanction by collective action under the League of Nations, 

not national or international or labor war, offensive or defensive^ 

* 

What is your own position? I know you would favor A sanctions. If 
Mussolini struck back, would you let him take Malta or defend it, either by 
Britain herself or action of the League? 

I have ordered 15,000 of the war pamphlets, expecting to sell 10,000 
and give away 5,000* Where do you think the 5,000 would be most effective? 

Would you give them to the students at the Student Volunteer Conference or 
offer them to church leaders to send free, and if so, where should they be sent? 

Will you word the announcement for Jess to send out for the meeting 
of the Fellowship on November 21st? I shall be in Denver on that day and 
cannot therefore attend the meeting,

If I am asked what la aqr position, upon war, I would reply 
that you will find a full statement in the pamphlet which is Just 
off the press, "What Shall We Do About War?" 

In the light of the new situation created by Italy*s 
defiance of the League I would add to ny statement in the pamphlet 
as followsi 

I an a pacifist but not a non-reslatent absolutist. To be 
oonerete, I favor eoonomio sanotiona wisely imposed by the League* 

If munitions and supplies Btill leaked into Italy, the League might 
conceivably hare to close the Sues Canal or lay down a blockade to 
make the sanotiona effootire. I would regard it as possible, though 
not probable, that a desperate Mussolini night strike, in force at 
Malta, the Sues Canal, or elsewhere. In that ease, I would faror the 
League of Nations^ requesting the forces of Britain, Franoe or other 
powers to take action for collective security to forcibly defend any 
points attacked. I would regard this as defensive police action on 
the part of the League of Nations. 

I faror the use of foroe only under Judicial sanctions by collect- 
ire action under the League of Nations, not national or international or 
labor war, offensive or defensive. I will take no destructive part in 
any war, international or oiril. I remain a pacifist, but net a non- 
resistant absolutist.

At this hour of world crisis, and in company with hosts of other pacifists 
assembled in services of penitence and consecration, I sign my name to 
this covenant as evidence:

3. In preparation for April 5th, it is hoped that pacifist ministers will de¬ 
vote their sermons on the preceding Sunday morning, March 29, to a presen¬ 
tation of the religious grounds of refusal to sanction war. 

4. It is highly desirable also that on March 29 the programs of young peoples' 
meetings and their Bible classes, as well as those of adult Bible classes, 
be devoted to interpretations of religious pacifism and to the outlining of 
plans for April 5th. 












A NATIONAL DAY OF ENROLLMENT OF PACIFISTS 


1. Begin without delay plans for a nation-wide series of religious services on a 
favorable date, perhaps on Palm Sunday, which comes this year on the day before 
the anniversary of America^ entrance into the World Vfar. Perhaps Good Friday 
would be the most appropriate day of enrollment. Earlier this year at a ser¬ 
vice in Riverside Church, 254 clergymen solemnly covenanted together not to 
sanction or participate in any future war. At a similar service in Buffalo 
more than 80 clergymen signed such a covenant. The proposal is to make this a 
national movement, and to include laymen as well as ministers. 

2. A preliminary necessity is the assembling of an up-to-date list of pacifist 
ministers. We therefore propose to send an inquiry to 100,000 clergymen, Pro¬ 
testant and Jewish. For three reasons we believe that the response will be 
much larger than in any previous project: (l) the world crisis is accentuating 
concern for international peace; (2) the questions asked will be simpler and 
fewer in number; (3) every person responding will receive a printed summary of 
re suits and a program of action. For these reasons we anticipate from 25,000 
to 30,000 replies. 

3. Secure widest possible publicity for a summary of the replies when ready. The 
press will undoubtedly feature the news of 15,000 or so pacifist ministers in 
its eagerness for war sensations. 

4. As replies to questionnaire come in, even before the final summary is prepared, 
send pacifist ministers an outline of plans for April 5th and seek their cooper¬ 
ation in arranging local observance. Offer to send these ministers blank ques¬ 
tionnaires with which to secure opinions from members of their churches . This 
would make possible the discovery of war-resisters among laymen. 

5* Conserve results of April 5th by suggesting that local groups : 

(a) Compile city-wide list of pacifists, including all persons sign¬ 
ing the covenant. 

(b) Send to each of these persons specific suggestions concerning 
action in behalf of world peace in which they can personally 
participate. 

(c) Arrange continuing community-wide program of pacifist action. 

SUGGESTIONS FOR APRIL 5 


1. Mass meeting on Sunday evening, or afternoon if preferable, under the combined 
auspices of as many churches and religious peace groups as possible. Program 
of this union service to include: 

(a) Address by outstanding pacifist interpreting the significance 
of war-resistance. 

(b) Service of corporate penitence. 

(c) Service of consecration to the Prince of Peace. 

(d) Procession to the altar, where each pacifist will solemnly sign 
an appropriate covenant. Procession to include sections of 

(1) Clergymen 

(2) Fathers and mothers marching hand-in-hand 

(3) Youth 

2. In metropolitan communities simultaneous meetings may be held in different sec¬ 
tions of the city, with similar programs.

I have Just come from a second interview with 
Dr* Joel Goldthwait of Boston. He certainly knows his business. He 
showed me in ay I Ray photographs Just what was wrong. In the light of 
wha,t he says, I think it providential that X had this trouble the first 
of June, because it brings me to him In tine to correct it. If it had 
gone on getting worse, he thinks it would have created very painful 
arthritis and. In time, a nervous break down. These nervous break downs, 
he thinks , start in the back from wrong posture, and then develop into 
neuritis or nerrou. troubles in cases life* mine. 

He shows me very clearly la the X Ray photogra he, 

that uy posture was wrong, the spine curvea too far forward, and the stomach 
had sagged. All this had become habitual until it placed all the weight on 
the eacro-lumbar Joint at the very base of the spine, where two bones came 
together and tended to pinch the nerves. That is probably the description 
of an amateur, such as the doctor himself would not make. 

He has adjusted a brace which is, I imagine, very 
muoh like the one you had. Brew, to keep your stomach in and up. Hia 
assistant taught me ten exercises that I am to take morning and night, 
and permits them three times e day* I have to learn to stand until it 
becomes habitual, with the spine straight, stomach in, chest high and up. 

He permits me to leave tomorrow, after I have had one more drill in exer¬ 
cises and the adjustment of the brace. I am glad that the brace is not at 
all uncomfortable, and I do not notice whan I have it on. For a fee weeks 

I am not to work at tee fast a pace, and am to let Sam take part of the work. 

The doctor is about 74 years of age, with a very fine 
carriage and splendid health. Personally, I convinced that I have owe to 

him at the right time. He imows exactly what the matter is, and makes it 
very plain to an amateur, from the X Ray photographs. There is nothin at 
unreasonable in shat he says, but it seems very transparent. My normal weight 
used to be 1/55-70. It is now down to 160, He thinks I should bring it back 
to about 180, a s normal for my height* I continue to take a normal breakfast 
and dinner, and a lunch of no tiling but oranges or fruits, and drink plenty of 
water between meals. This diet I got lit m Dr. Arnold, the chiropractor. I 
think she was good in putting «*y back temporarily in shape, sad in general 
directions as to diet. The fact that she did not even care to see the X Ray 
photographs which I hail just had taken does not look good to me, for even a 
novice could see where they were wrong, when pointed out by the doctor. He 
says that 5am is not to massage my b&cu, but let it alone, though general 
massage would be helpful. I am to wear this brace for a couple of months, 
but sines it is not at all uncomfortable, that Is no hardship. I m to come 
back and report to him after my trip on the Pacific Coast and in the South. I 
am glad that the whole matter is so clear that I have something specific to do, 
which I can do. I simply must master this new posture, keep my chest higher 
and more inflated and allow no sagging in the abdomen, which brings a gag in 
•Uie spine that becomes chronic and produces all the trouble. This I can and 
will do. I expect to have no more trouble.

I have sent on the statement of my new position, whioh I think you 
already know. In addition to my pamphlet just off the pros* — What Shall Tf«o 

Do about Ear? I make this further statement! I favor economic sanctions 

by the Leegur of Nations. To make these effectual, if there are leakages, 
the League may have to close the Suez Canal, or shat is mors probable, lay down 
a blockade around Italy to enforce the economic sanctions. A desperate 
Mussolini Blight strike at Malta, Alexandria, 2fey.it or the Suez Canal. In that 
case, I would favor, not a private or national war between England and Italy, 
but a needed police power under the League of nations by collective security 
and always under judicial sanctions of the League. That would mean calling on 
the British and French fleets to defend any points attacked, and probably to 
destroy Italian shlpe, submarines, or airplanes which were attacking. It would 
not involve the bombing or attacking of Rome, Venice, or '’spies, or making war 
upon Italy, but only making effective eoonotiic sanctions until it brought Italy 
to defeat. You might define this as war. I prefer to define it as police power. 


I won .a define war as the coercion and conquest of a foe by the 
nmiriimim dotffcWuction of life and property. I would define police pow r as the 
tiiMimm use of force under judicial sanction for the preservation of life and 
property for ultimate law and order, and peace. The difference is important. 
The array is destructive, for the maximum destruction of life and property* The 
police force is redemptive, for the preservation of life and property. There 

are thus four positions which a pacifist could take* 


(l) Serin Sayre, or John Heines Holmes, the absolutist or non- 

resistant. t.i w«* Gandhi, he would refuse all use of force. He would plead 
with Mussolini or American profiteers and would hope for a miracle from God in 
answer to his non resistance. / # ’ -id 

(£) Kirby would advocate economic sanctions, but would off dr ne 

resistance if Mussolini struck back to taks Malta, or 2feypt, or the Suez. Canal. 
This position becomes, for me, unrealistio and impossible. 3

(s) I advocate economic sanctions, backed up in the last resort, de¬ 
fensively, by the police power of the League, if the aggressor replies by an act 
of war or force of arms. 


(4) Reinie would go one step farther, and say while he would take part 
in no international or capitalistic war, he might have to take part in a labor war, 
but could only tell when the time arrived. I remain a pacifist, saying I will 
take part in no war whatever, but not a non-resistance, absolutist, for I favor 
economic sanctions backed up by the police power of the League. I would favor 
total disarmament in the air, with a police air force under the League. 










After sy summer* a etodjr and preparation in writing this 
book, which involved the reading, however hastily, of not less than 
one hundred books at Canterbury and in the British Museumjfnot the 
least of those books is the present book 1 am reading by Aj*ch Bishop Temple, 
"Nature Han and God", which is a very powerful, modern apologetic^ TPhe 
conviction has enormously deepened and strengthened that God has a much 
more important part in all that is taking place then I ever before 
reditedj that my own efforts ere relatively less important) and that 
the dialectic process that is being wormed out in history under God 
through thesis challenging antithesis Kid synthesis, is working on toward 
a new social order which will be some fora of so c ialism however unorthodox 
and will mean the relative approach of the Kingdom of God., The stoat 
stimulating and revealing book 1 have read recently is Professor HaoMurray*s 
"Creative Society, a Study in Christianity end Communism." He thinks 
if communism has eome into sharp antithesis with Christianity which is 
going to result not only in the challenge hut in the destruction of 
superstition and false religion, it means the Kingdom of God is at hand* 

I cannot make this plain without your reading the book. It is the one 
book I aa now recommending to my friends to read, to be had at ay office 
or at the Association Press for $ 1.80. 


I leave Boston greatly encouraged about my health, and deeply 
thankful to God that Dr. Goldthwait has pointed out the one weak spot, 
which can, end must, and anall be corrected.

Dear Sherwood: 

Your important letter from Boston was forwarded to me 
here and I appreciate the spirit in whioh you have 
written. I too am apprehensive about the finances 
of the questionnaire project, but I feel impelled by 
the strongest possible oonviotion to prooeed in spite 
of this risk. The more I think of this whole venture 
of a national, enrollment of paoifists Che more thrilled 
I become concerning its illimitable possibilities, it..* 
may turn out to be a dud and I may have many solemn 
regrets, but in spite of this ohanoe I-cannot no other¬ 
wise than go ahead. 

You were quite right i saying that the d oy oannot 
be paid out any faster than it comes in* I tried to 
msk:e this orystal clear to Jess before loaving Hew 
liork. ohe, Mary and I went over the whole natter in 
uetail and outlined in writing the suooossivo steps. 

You will remember that you agreed that the $900 from 
Mr* and Mrs. Pries could be transferred temporarily 
from ray personal aOcou.i t to the questionnaire lund. 
Before I left Sidney Gamble surely gave at the impres¬ 
sion that he was pint to advance 4,600. $h®n Jessica 
got financially''cold feet and held the project up for 
about two weeks in s ite of our definite agreement 
prior to my departure., Bidney thought that his failure 
to advance the £500 ni, ht cause rae to call off the 
whole thing. I feel confident that if the letters 
had been going into the mail or at least a substantial 
portion of the envelopes had been addressed and there 
had been no doubt in hie mind but that we were advan¬ 
cing with the venture -- in that oase my Judgment is 
that he would have advonced the #500. But that water 
has gone over the dam without the, adv&uoo. By trans¬ 
ferring my Hoveraber salary to the questionnaire fund 
and using the gifts that have oorae in for this purpose 
wo have enough cash to lake oars of postage and the 
immediate expenses which, must be provided for, so I 
have urged Jessica to prooeed with the utmost speed. 

This leaves me with the extraordinarily difficult task 
of raising substantial sums within the next ioQ or at 
the outside 60 days. On one oooasion yo loft word 
with Jessioa that it is satisfactory for mo to over¬ 
draw my salary with the j£ddy and Pago account so long 
as I did not get more than the equivalent of three 
montht' salaries in arrears. If yo ir funds are in 
suoh shape as to enable me to prooeed along this line 
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I rill manage to scrape though with the questionnaire 
some how. If your funds are too low then I will 
attempt to secure & personal loan from some souroe. 

It is wholly lively that I will not he ab.Lo to raise 
the full amount required for the questionnaire project 
but will he compelled to absorb a substantial defioit 
into my year's budget. This I ara prepared to do rather 
than abandon tho project. If I had deeidea to go to 
Europe thi 3 summer the cost of the trip plus the loss 
of earnings during that period would have approximated. 
flt»00 tb ^2000* I eufc quite certain in my oris mind 
that this questionnaire venture will mate a for greater 
contribution to the peace movement than would a 
iSurbpean trip^so eves if I lose 41**00 to p2Q00 I will 
shed no tears over the defioit.

You icnow me wall ono^ h to understand that this deoision 
to prooeed in the face of extraordinarily high barriers 
may be due to plain stubbornness on my part or it may 
come.from a deep conviction that I am following God's 
will in this matter. At any rate. I ara plunging 
heavily--with my epos open. 

Your letter written just after the Fellowship Confer¬ 
ence finally oau'&fc u with me. I was quite surprised 
at the impression your address oreutsci.. You. Icnow how 
easy it is for a sucauer to be misunderstood, but a 
good many people wore Interpreting your address aa an 
abandonment of the pacifist position. I $hblioja$ly 
expressed tho opinion that this interpretation was un¬ 
founded in fact. It would help substantially if you 
would point out that whatever ones opinion may be about 
the use of arm$ sa itgtion by the League that is not the 
same procedure as war among nations. As you Icnow, I 
am utterly opposed bo & 2 miP'sanction under all ciroura- 
stanqes. *If the League would announce that unuer no 
ciroumstaaoes were an is to be used against Itajy but that 
moral pressure, dfploamtio ostruoism and restricted 
embargoes would be successively be used, Italy would 
not for long be able to stand the combined pre sure. 

LYen if Italy ope .eu fire it would not be necessary to 
return fire iu order to compel^ Mussolini to yield with¬ 
in a relatively s: ort time. I do not favor economic 
pressure that ta&es t&e form of a bio 3 ice do or the starv¬ 
ing of the Italian people.
